1. Claims 1 to 4 and 9 to 12 

The invention set forth in claims 1 to 4 and 9 to 12 
lacks novelty and does not involve an inventive step. 

The test kit set forth in claims 1 to 4 and 9 to 12 
is disclosed in document 1 as a multi-item vital component 
measuring test implement. In particular, the "partition 
wall" set forth in document 1 corresponds in function to 
the "infiltration layer" set forth in claims 1 to 4 and 9 
to 12 . 

2. Claims 5 to 8 

The invention set forth in claims 5 to 8 is novel 
and involves an inventive step in relation to the 
documents cited in the international search report . 

Document 1 does not indicate that the pore size of 
the partition wall is set to fall within the range of 0.1 
to 12ym; void content is set to fall within the range of 4 
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to 20vol. %; the partition wall is formed by track etching; 
and that the partition wall has a honeycomb structure, and 
it would not be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
conceive of these features in the light of the fact that 
the pores provided in the partition wall set forth in 
document 1 are the same shape as each micro test paper 
wherein the diameter or the length of the opposite side is 
set to fall within the range of 0.5 to 3.0m. 



3. Claims 13 to 18 

The invention set forth in claims 13 to 18 is novel 
in relation to the documents cited in the international 
search report, but does not involve an inventive step in 
the light of documents 1 and 2. 

Document 1 does not disclose the technical means of 
coating with a reagent using a non-contact fixed quantity 
coating device, but the invention set forth in claims 13 
to 18 and the invention set forth in document 2 both 
address the problem of positioning reagent in a spot 
shape, and employ the same technical means. 

It would therefore be easy for a person skilled in 
the art to conceive of applying the technical means set 
forth in document 2, wherein reagent is coated using an 
inkjet method and dried, to the configuration of the 
invention of this application. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

(1) In claims 1 and 13, from the expression "approximate 
width direction" the extent of the difference from "width 
direction" is unclear. 

(2) In claim 4, the term "fine pore" is unclear as to the 
pore diameter. 

(3) In claim 8 which refers back to claim 4, the technical 
relation between "a plurality of fine pores" and 
"honeycomb structure" is unclear. 
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
